V in ita , I. T., April 6.—An explosion Tuee- 
day occurred at Savannah, L T., In ooal- 
thaft No. 2, by which six miners were in* 
stantly Id lied. 
A rescuing party soon want down, and 
twelve of these men were suffocated by the 
gas, making a total of eighteen deaths. 
These mines were worked almost exclu­ 
sively by foreigners, most of them being 
Italian* 
O sk a lo o sa , Iowa, April 
Coal-shaft 
No. 2 took fire Tuesday afternoon from a hot 
pulley connected with the works, and was 
totally destroyed. 
The Ion is about $20,000; 
covered by insurance. 
The miners all es­ 
caped 
uninjured, except 
Superintendent 
Story, who was seriously if not fatally in­ 
jured by falling timbers. 
About 400 men 
are temporarily thrown out of employment 
The works wUl ba rebuilt at once. 


Six M en T erribly Bn mod. 
P ittsb u r g , Pa., April 6.— Six men were 
terribly burned by an explosion of molten 
metal in tbe converting department of the 
Edgar Thomson stoel works at Braddock, 
Pa., Tuesday morning. 
The causo of the ac­ 
cident is not known. 
A heat of steel had 
boon dumped into tbe portable ladlo prepar­ 
atory to pouring it into tho ingot molds 
when tho liquid metal exploded and was 
scattered in all directions.

St. Jo h ns, N. F., April 0 .—Intelligence 
has been received respecting tho sealing 
steamer Eaglo which not only confirms pre­ 
vious reports as to the finding of wro» kage, 
but also states that portions of tho figure­ 
head, deck-house, and bulwarks have been 
picked up und identified. 
Nothing positive 
can be known, howover, until tho arrival of 
another of the fleet, and perhaps not then.

Attorney Case, 
of the defense, stepped up and snatched the 
paper. 
Wing glared at him fiercely, and 
gave him warning not to snatch any more 
papers. The court interposed, and the ex­ 
amination proceeded, the witness testifying 
to a few other conversations of a similar 
character. 
William J. Gallagher testified that he was 
committed to Cook county jail Oct 0, 1886. 
He related in detail how he had become in­ 
timate with Schwartz and wormed himself 
into his confidence while in the jail. Schwartz 
acknowledged having considerable money, 
but was going to tell, if questioned about it, 
that he won most of it at 123 Clark street in 
a gambling house. 
Witness advised him not 
to do so, as Pinkerton was acquainted with 
every gambler, and could easily ascertain. 
One evening Schwartz had inquired of wit­ 
ness what 110,000 in American money would 
be worth in Europe, saying he expected to 
take a trip there if he ever got out of the 
bigamy scrape. 
They had numerous other 
conversations, in each of which Schwartz 
gave small inklings that he knew something 
of the Hock Island murder and robbery case. 
On the evening of Dec. 15 they were playing 
cards when Schwartz asked witness what 
difficulty it was he and Col Bowman (one of 
the attorneys for the defense) were mixed up 
in at Philadelphia. 
Witness replied: “ We were 
both in­ 
dicted—” but before he could finish the sen­ 
tence the counsel for the defense made such 
an uproar that nothing could be understood 
and for a moment a general melee seemed 
imminent. Mr. Bowman for the first time 
addressed the court and denounced the wit­ 
ness and counsel for the prosecution. A dis­ 
cussion ensued regarding the importance and 
impertinency of the testimony, and it con­ 
sumed so much time that the hour for ad­ 
journment arrived. 
During the discusssion Mr. Case jumped 
up and very excitedly said that the prosecu­ 
tion seemed bent on spending its venom on 
the counsel for the defense.

It was a deliberate trap, and they know 
it.

Gen. Grant, in his memoirs, referring to 
O ta Prentiss, say s: 
The atory that be aad his comman d were sur- 
prised an d captured 
in their camp« is 
without an vfoun d a* 
tion whatever. If it 
had been true, as 
curren tly reported 
at the tun e, an d ><d 
believed by thou 
san d a of people, that 
1 Ten t is* ami his <»i* 
vision haul ls*en cop* 
tuted in th» ir be*U. 
there would n o t 
have been an all d ay 
struggle, with tie* 
loss of thousan d * of 
killed aud woun d ed 
on the Con fed eral© 
sid e. There was n o 
hour d urin g th** d ay 
when there was n ot 
heavy firin g, an d 
ct.s rn * sTit.s. 
geii**ral!v har*l ftyht- 
in g at .some j*oin t on the lin e, hut seld om at n il 
poin ts at the same time. It was a ease of south­ 
ern d ash again st n orthern pluck an d en d uran ce. 
Gen . VV. T, Sherman , in his memoirs, says: 
It was publicly assorted at the n orth that our 
armv was taken completely by surprise; that the 
rebels caught us in our ten ts; bayon elted the 
men in their bed s; that (Jen . Grn ut was d run k: 
that Buell's opportun e arrival saved the Army of 
tbo Ten n essee from utter an n ihilation , etc. 1 ties*? 
report« were, in a measure, sustain ed by the pule 
lisn ed opin ion s of Gen s Buell. Nelson an d others, 
who had reached the ateamlioat lan d in g from tho 
east just before n ightfall, when there was a large 
crowd of frighten ed , stamped ed men w ho clam­ 
ored an d d eclared that our army was all ^d e­ 
stroyed an d beaten . 
Person ally 1 saw Gen . 
Gran t, 
who 
with 
his 
staff 
visited 
me 
about 10 a m . on the 6th. when we were d es­ 
perately en gaged . 
But we had then checked 
the head lon g assault of tha en emy aud then 
held our groun d . He told me that on his wav tip 
from Crump'» lan d in g he had ord ered lew Wal­ 
lace's d ivision to cross over Sn ake creek, so as to 
come up on in y right. He also came agaiu just 
before (lark an d d escribed the last assault mad e 
by the rel» els at the ravin e n ear the stean iUiat 
lan d in g, which he had repelled by a heavy lot­ 
tery collected un d er Col. J. D. Webster an d other 
officer« , an d he was con vin ced that the battle was 
over for that d ay. He ord ered me to be read y to 
assume the offeusive in the morn in g, sayin g that 
a« be had oliserved at Fort Iton elson at the crisis 
of the l>attle, both sid es seemed d efeated , an d 
whoever assumed the offen sive was sure to win . 
It is un d oubted ly true that the attack on 
the raw troops prod uced a paid ©, which more 
or Jess in fected other comman d s, hut when the 
real d eath grapple occurred with veteran s 
like those of Wallace, H uribut an d MeCler- 
n ard , the splen d id men from In d ian a, Illi­ 
n ois, Iowa an d elsewhere in the west, who 
had l>een hard en ed in the service, th** d es­ 
perate resistan ce th at was mad e an d the 
varyin g fortun es of the tig h t d em on strate! 
that the un ex pected assault was n ot n eces­ 
sarily “ a w a lk over.” The broken ch a ra cter 
of the groun d , the frequen tly d isord ered lin es 
an d shiftin g jiosition s of the d ay, make it id - 
possible to presen t hero more than a pan ­ 
oramic \ iew of the battle. 


TH E BATTLE. 
Htaver's brigad e of Hin d man 's d i\ ision first 
crossed lan ces with that of Pren tiss, while 
Gen . Hin d man in person with Wood 'sbrigad e, 
struck the Fifty-third Ohio, Col. Appier, the 
ex treme left of » Sherman , which was posted 
on tho left of Shiloh church. 
Cleburn e's 
brigad e attacked Bucklan d , an d Hild ebran d 
join in g in the fray, it became a tierce blow 
for blow alon g the en tire fron t« . 
Though men 
on both sid es f«*11 like chair, the broken ran ks 
con tin ued to rally un til the weaker wen t 
d own to stay. 
Hild ebran d 's brigad e retired 
in d isord er, but a part of Sherman ’s position 
was on a steep an d bushy slope that com­ 
man d ed the boggy bottom or valley of Oak 
creek, an d this was occupied bv tho brigad e 
of Col. Buckl&n d w ith his men from Ohio. 
Here occurred on e of the ugliest con tests of 
the morn in g. 
The Con fed erates charges! by 
brig ades, regimen ts an d fragmen ts of battal­ 
ion s. 
Grape, can ister, shell, roun d shot an d 
min ie balls swept the place like a torrid 
simoon. 
Whole ran ks crumbled before the 
pitiless peltin g of the iron rain ; the groun d 
was covered with the d ead an d woun d ed , an d 
more were fallin g every secon d . 
The brav­ 
est, staggered by the red hot tempest, reeled 
to an d fro like a ship battlin g with a gale, 
but still hold in g on its way. 
Even the man ­ 
gled men upon the groun d , bleed in g an d 
ag onized 
with pain , uttered their feeble 
words of en couragemen t: “Go on , boys, d on 't 
min d us—take care of the old lin g!” The 
stern , pale faces of the survivors would turn 
toward s the oliicers as if to read their fate, 
but n o voice could be heard in such a storm, 
an d the sword alon e poin ted out tho path of 
d uty. Then with teeth set, lips compressed 
an d fiery valor at white heat, they would 
close up the gapin g ran ks an d fight on . 
Truly, this was as somebod y d escribed it, 
**a valley of d eath,” arid n o sjjeetaele of sub- 
limer courage was over presen ted in an y 
coun try when * sold iers have stood “in tho 
d ark shad ow.” 


M’CLERNAND’S WORK. 
In this affair, the Six th Mississippi alone 
lost 300 killed an d woun d ed out of 
4‘:5 men. 
Meanwhile, McClern an d had rapidly g ot 
under arms and endeavored to support Sher­ 
man’s left, but his third brig ade was forced 
back with the fug it ives from Sherman's now 
broken lines, with the loss of six pieces of 
artillery . 
Nor were all of tha Confederates 
in a condition to follow. 
Strag g lers were 
throng ing the captured camps, decimated 
commands bad retired from action, and the 
in w rsls were loiay in bring ing tog ether their 


scattered troop*, 
lien uregard was in com­ 
mand on tho Confederate left and J ohnston 
on the rig ht. Dur­ 
ing t.l ic foren oon a 
con certed 
move­ 
men t was mad e on 
McClern en d ’n en ­ 
tire fron t. Again , 
(here were brave 
charges an d coun ­ 
ter charges, an d 
more than on ce I lie 
g round was 
lost 
and regain ed . Mc­ 
Dowell's 
brig ade” 
of ‘Sherman's d ivi­ 
sion , con sistin g o t l 
the 
Nix th Iowa,'** 
Forty-six th Ohio, 
a EX. B*aur*g aRI>. 
and Fortieth Illinois, battered like heroes 
ug ainst tha enemy 's ex trema left, but the re­ 
sult was as before, a recession to the left and 
rear. 
Tha brig ade of Col. Marsb, which in­ 
cluded the Eleventh, Twentieth, Forty fifth 
and Forty -eig hth Illinois, was subjected to 
one of the hottest onslaug hts of the day . 
In 
five minutes nearly all of the field officers 
were killed or wounded, tog ether with all the 
horses of Burrow’s battery which was posted 
on bis center. The first brig ade also retired 
in disorder. The third brig ade, enfiladed and 
turned on its left flank dia the same, and its 
commander. 
CoL 
Rafth, 
was 
mortally 
wounded. 
When the division reformed its 
rig ht still connected with Sherman while 
the left was 
protected 
by 
the 
ravines 
and impenetrable thickets that intervened 
between it 
and tbe 
division of VV. 11. 
L 
Wallace, 
The 
strug g le 
continued 
with vary ing success until late in tbe after­ 
noon. 
At one time Mr dem a nd pushed the 
enemy half a mile throug h and bey ond liis 
ramp’, but the advantag e was only temporary . 
Fresh assaults forced him still furthor rear 
ward, where he received the final attack made 
that day on the Federal rig ht 
The resiit 
ance was g allant, obstinate and worthy of tbe 
men who made it, and when it was over they 
went into bivouac for the nig ht. 


“T H E H O R N E T ’S NEST.” 
On ly a part of the story of tbe attack on 
Pren tiss has been told . 
After retreatin g 
through bis camp« in tho morn in g, the n ew 
position he »*<cupied was th© stron gest of the 
d ay. 
IF*» left v*as the southern en d of a 
ravin e: then ce hi* rl^h t ex ten d ed alon g s'i 
old washed cut road run n in g n early to th«

l ight reached the ed ge of a wid e, d eep 
ravin e tilled with 
impen etrable 
thickets 
ex ten d in g far to his rear an d run n in g in to 
the ravin e of Brier creek. Such was the place 
that liecame famous amon g the Cox fed erates 
as “Tho Horn et’s Nest.” 
Tbe first assault mad e was by Glad d en '* 
brigad e; an d n ow begin a series of some of 
the most d esperate en gagemen ts of tho battle. 
Gen . Glad d en havin g l>ecn m ortally woun d ed 
in tbe charge of th© early morn in g, the com­ 
man d d evolved on Col. Ad ams. 
The lin e is 
barely formed a t 10 o’clock, when the southern 
men are s» *en con fid en tly ad van cin g through 
tho d en se thickets again st the un seen foe. 
They are fiermitted to come well within ran ge, 
when sud d en ly there flashes from 3,000 rifles 
a blaze of tire. 
The d eep n otes of Hicken - 
looper’s gun s min gle with the treble of th** 
small arms tha I echoes through the forest, an d 
the gray can opy of smoke that rests alx m* the 
scen e tells where d eath is bein g scattered on 
every sid e. The well kn own “rebel yell" 
rin gs out as t ho column presses forward an d 
the groun d is d otted with the woun d ed an d 
d ead . But the lead en storm l>eats in their faces 
w ith a fiercen ess that n othin g human can wit h- 
stan d , an d the crippled brigad e recoils to the 
cover of tha wood s. Gen . A. F. Stew art’s com­ 
man d of Folk's corps is n ow sen t forward , 
an d on ce, twice, thrice, it repeats the gran d 
effort to carry the position , but with n o bet­ 
ter success than 
before. 
Gen , Gibson s 
brigad e of Bragg's corps surges in an d takes 
its place. 
Again that hurrican e of lead . Tbe 
an gry balls tlv in showers an d seem to boar 
a d eath w arran t in every d evilish screech. 
An en filad in g tiro from the battery cuts d own 
the men by ran ks, like swaths of grass un d er 
the mower's scythe, an d yet others con tin ue 
to step in to the path of d eath with cheerful 
alacrity, it seems, an d fall with a battle cry 
upon their lips. 
Thro® times has Gibson 
charged , an d three times boon repulsed . Gen . 
Bragg n ow impatien tly d irects on e of Id s 
staff, Col. l/x ’kett, his chief en gin eer, to rid e 
forward to a cen tral regimen t that has been 
d riven hack, an d carry its colors to the 
fron t. 
“The flag must n ot go back again ,” 
ho said . 
The officer, obeyin g the ord er, 
d ashes through the lin o of battle, seizes 
the colors from tho color bearer, an d ex claims: 
“Gen . Bragg suvs these colors must n ot go 
to the rear.’’ 
While he is talkin g tbe color 
sergean t is shot d own . An officer approaches 
with a bullet hole in each cheek, the blood 
streamin g from his mouth, an d asks: “ W hat 
are you d oin g with m y colorr, sir?” “I’m 
obeyin g Gen . Bragg's ord ers to hold them 
where they are.'1 “Let me have them ,” was 
the reply; “if an y man carries these colors 
but the color bearer, I am the man . 
Tell 
Gen . Bragg that I will see that 1111*80 colors 
are in tho right place. 
But he must attack 
this position in Han k; we can n ever carry it 
alon e from the fron t.” The officer who spoke 
comman d ed the Fourth Louisian a, an a in ­ 
stan tly rid in g back to Gen . Bragg to empha­ 
size the previous request mad e for artillery 
by Gen . Gibson , he was met with the stern 
an swer: “Go!. Allen , I wan t n o falterin g 
n ow!” Stun g to the quick, he return ed to his 
regimen t, an d on ce more there was a wild , 
hurryin g wave of men rollin g up that fatal 
slojje on ly to In* d ashed to d eath. 
It was 
splen d id murd er! Col. Allen afterw ard 1m*- 
oame Govern or Allen , of Louisian a. 
Such 
were the kin d of men whom Pren tiss an d 
Wallace fought on that even tful d ay from G 
in the morn in g un til 5 o'clock in the after­ 
n oon before on e was captured an d tbo other 
killed ! 
Finding that tbe position could n ot- l >e car­ 
ried by d irect assault, Bragg n ow d etermin ed 
on a combin ed fian k m ovem en t 
First, all 
th© gun s within reach were brought up an d 
con cen trated on tbe on© little battery, stand­ 
in g at tbe salien t point where Pren tiss and 
Wallaca joined, tha» had reaped such a 
harvest among the linas of tbe enemy . 
Be­ 
fore this terrible fire, Hickenlooper was com­ 
pelled to withdraw. 
By 4:30 o'clock fig ht- 
tog in front of Sherman and McClernand 
having ceased, Gena Cheatham, Trabue, 
J ohnson and homelL aming that Wallace 
could not be approached across tbs dense 
« fcicket fillin? the ¿ real ravine which nro- 


tCFTTt» !« right, felt their way to the plateau 
in his rear, where they met the combin ed 
forces un d er Bragg in fron t of H uribut* 
rn mp. 
Movin g thus agn ii st tho remn an ts or 
the two d ivision s, they in closcsl them n ln mvt 
in R circle; a struggle en sued , but furl her re­ 
sistan ce was useless, imd the bravo Wallace 
was morbillv woun d ed . 
The Svon d an d 
Seven th town , 1« » by Col. Tuttle, n ow ru t 
their way out an d reach« ! Pittsburg Lan o- 
iug, but Pren tiss, true to his ord ers from 
Gen . Grn ut, firmly remain ed at his post, ami 
“havin g lo-t everythin g but hon or, Mir- 
ren d ered hi* liUlo han d . 
It comprise I 
men . 
An d so en d ed the famous light in *fli® 
h o rn e tn e s t, * ” 


LAST BLOWS. 
It will lie remembered that the ex trem e 
left of th© n ation al lin o was protected by 
Sherman 's Secon d brigad e, un d er Col. S tu lrt. 
Early in the d ay a sharp en gagemen t oc­ 
curred without d efin ite results, but Huribut 
bein g presen t as a supr» ort, an d apparen tly 
hold in g that portion o f th» left with a good 
d eal of ten acity, Gen . John ston ord ered an ­ 
other attack upon th© |>osition for the pur­ 
pose of breakin g d ow n th® oulv barrier that 
remain ed in tbaTpart of the field between the 
Con fed erate 
lin o 
an d th© lan d in g. 
T h e 
movemen t 
was n ot successful 
an d 
the 
assault 
was repen ted . On e 
of the 
Ten n essee 
regimen ts 
becom­ 
in g d emoralised by 
the d esperate re­ 
sistan ce 
en coun ­ 
tered , refused 
to 
a g a i n ad van ce, 
an d at this jun ct­ 
ure 
the 
com­ 
man d er in chief,' • 
. v -v' 
accompan ied 
b)* 
ge n . h c r lb vt . 
Gen . Breckin rid ge an d Govern or Harris, 
of 
Ten n essee, rod e to their fron t an d promised 
to lead them himself. 
The hitherto reluctan t 
sold iers, n ow roused to en thusiasm by such a 
d istin guished lead ership, charged an d carried 
the slope. 
But if was at a terrible cost to tho 
Con f cue rat**« . 
After ho had passed through 
the ord eal of tho charge un hurt, a chan ce 
shot struck Gen . John ston in the log, sever­ 
in g an im portan t artery. 
IF* clothes were 
pierced by missiles, the solo of his boot bad 
n oon torn by a bullet an d his horse shot in 
four places, but he himself d id n ot kn ow that 
lie had received a severe woun d un til Gover­ 
n or Harris, seein g him reelin g in Id s sad d le, 
rod e up an d asked if he was hurt 
“Yes,” 
was the reply, “an d I fear m ortally.” The 
d yin g gen eral was removed from his horse, 
an d there uih>h the field he Imd so n early won 
his spirit passed away. 
This was about 
o’clock. 
Gen . Bragg assumin g t he comman d , 
ren ewed fis auF« wore n ow mad e on the Fed ­ 
eral left, I ho position was fin ally turn ed an d 
iu a couple of hours more the weary rem ­ 
n an ts of th-.» Fed eral arm y were un d er the 
shelter of tbe gun boats an d a lin o of thirty 
pieces of n rtiilerv that had l*een hastily gath­ 
ered by Col Webster, of Gen . G ran t's staff, 
an d n ow coM-lirutad , with its slight in fan try 
support, the on ly hon e of the army. 
While the Con fed erate» un d er Chalmers 
Jackson an d others, who had closed in aroun d 
the lan d in g, were preparin g to assault tm* 
last position . Beauregard was at his head ­ 
quarters n ear Shiloh meetin g house with the 
rear of his an n v in a state of d emoralization , 
thousan d s of rapa­ 
cious sold iers bein g 
en gaged in load in g 
themselves 
d own 
with the spoils of 
th© Fed eral camps. 
Tho men a t the 
fron t were likewise 
red uced 
to 
thin 
lin es, an d in d ispos­ 
ed to ad van ce in 
tho face 
of 
the 
shells from tho gun -, 
boats 
that 
were- 
burstin g in every 
d i r e c t i o n . Gen . 
Bragg himself ad - g en. a. b. johnbton. 
n utted that tho troop« “ had d on © all that 
they would d o an d had better be 
withdrawn,” 
an d Gen . Chalmers, who was a t the landing 
preparin g to attack tho reserve artillery and 
its suppi rt, likewise con fessed th at “the men 
were too much ex hausted to storm tho bat­ 
teries on the hill.” 
U n d er theso circum ­ 
stan ces, just liefore sun set, ord er« w'ere issued 
to eea.se* hostilities, collect the scattered force« 
an d be read y to meet th© ex pected on set of 
Jmwv Wallace’s fresh d ivision an d Buell’s 
forces at d aylight 
W ltethtr this was an ­ 
other “lost opi*ortun Wf* wffl d oubtless always 
remain a subject of d ebate in m ilitary circles. 


T H E END OF T H E FIRST DAY. 
Th© scen e aroun d Pittsburg Lan d in g at tbis 
hour i? in d escribable. 
Even when Oeh. 
G ran t arrived at 10 o'clock in the morn in g, 
the pan ic ¡d rirk< n stragglers m ight have been 
coun ted l>v thousan d s. 
Gen . Buell, who was 
n lso an eve witn ess, says, “tho mouth of 
Sn ake creek was lull of them swimmin g 
across. 
The n umber a t n ightfall would n ot 
have fallen short of lUjOOO, in clud in g those 
who had passed d own the river an d the 
d emoralized fragm en ts about the camps 
on the plateau. 
Men moun ted an d on foot, 
an d wagon s with their teams, all strugglin g 
to force their wav to the river, were mix ed 
up in apparen ilv in ex tricable con fusion .” 
Gen . An n n en ’s brigad e of Nelson ’s d ivision 
arrivin g about six o'clock, were promptly d e- 
ployed in to lin e to meet an y threaten ed a t­ 
tack, but the en emy fell back, the ex hausted 
sold iers sought their bivouac, an d the blood y 
work of Sun d ay was fin ished . 


NIGHT. 
Tb© d ay closed upon a scen e tha^ has bed 
no parallel on th© western con tin en t. 
W ith 
the gatherin g shad es of n ight cam© silen ce, 
an d the two armies, like torn and blood y 
glad iator, but each alert, rested from their 
struggle. 
G ran t’s forces bad retired to the 
cain ps of Gen s. \V H. L. Wallace and H uri­ 
but, while tho equally acattered troops of 
Beauregard bivouacked in the camps of Sher­ 
man , McClern an d an d Pren tiss. 
Boon after 
d ark tho rain d escen d ed in torren ts, an d n !l 
through the d reary hours the moan s o? t he 
woun d ed min gled with the pitiless b&atin g of 
the storm an d the sullen thun d er from th© 
gun boats, which every fifteen min utes sen * a 
« hell far in lan d to ex plod e an d ban ish sk*« p. 
To Gen . Gran t, however, all this was a gold en 
opportun ity. 
“To-morrow,” ho said , to a 
group of officers gathered arouud him ut tho 
lan d in g, “they will be ex hausted , an d we will 
go at them w ith fresh man ,” an d when after 
mid n ight ho slept on the groun d , with his 
head on the stump of a tree for a pillow .it 
was to d ream of the coming victory. 
Nel­ 
son ’s d ivision was alread y in sight an d Crit­ 
ten d en an d McCook were n ear at han d , while 
Gen . Ijew Wallace, with his fresh division, 
was presen t to red eem the error of the day .
